Cauſe of his Country; the prevalent Love of which 


may be obſcrv'd from hence, that that Condition of 
Life which to one Man in his way of thinking be« 
comes burthenſome, nay, inſupportable; ſhall,when 
put into this Light, be eaſie and joyous to ano - 
ther; for hence, with amazing Alacrity and Cheer- 
fulneſs, do ſome Kingdoms undergo Slzvery ard 
hard Uſage ; the Tyranny of an Arbitrary Mo- 


narch, the Unkindnefs of illiberal Natute, or the 


hard Neceſiity of Indigence and Want, forgetful 
of an happicr Neighbourhood, and Thooghtles 
of any Endeavour to' get thither. But what an 


uſeful Iuſtruction is this to a Perſon who breaths 


Liberty, and lives under the benign Influence, of 

Property, Plenty and Eaſe, to Value and to Sup 
port ſuch a f/avourire Conſtitution of Heaven, and 
to prevent or defeat any ungrateful inſidious Fel. 
low-ſubje&, who would import the unwelcome 
growth of the other Foreign Climate, into a more 
bleſſed Region” (a Fortunate and) and would en- 
deavour to Naturalize it there. „„ Aa 
 _ , Fonrthly, I cannot but recommend the Love of 
your Country to you, from a Conſideration of the 
Importance of the Liberty of a People, which 
unleſs this Publick Spirit is diffus d through a 
Kingdom, is but too likely to be in Danger. 
Liberty ! that grand Article of Conteſt in all 
the World. Liberty the darling Bleſſing of

than Death; and without which there can no En- 
j-ymenr properly deſerve its Name. [was to this 
End that Men form'd themſelves into Polities and 
Governments at firſt, and ſhared the Pleaſure, and 
ſaw the Beauty of Liberty more, as fociable and 
regulared Creatures, than as wild Inhabitants of 
the Earth. For this End they afterwards armed 
themſelves againſt foreign Invaders, or Domeſtick 
Tyrants z for this End they became Induſtrious, 
Valiant and Wiſe; for this End, in ſhort, in a 
oreat meaſure Men thought they liv'd, and to 
eſtabliſn or retrieve their Liberty they often vent ur d, 
ſometimes freely choſe to die. But oh!] What a 
Field of Argument is here, ſhould I indulge my 
ſelf? how would Reaſon crowd in upon you? 
how would Example incumber you? with what 
Glories and Attractions would bat Goddeſs ſhine, 
to whom Ancient Rome built Altars and Temples, 
and Modern Rome has ſubſtiruted leſs worthy Saints 
in her Place? and with what Frightfulneſs wou'd 
you behold that Fiend Slavery, her Oppoſite, repre- 
ſented unto you? how powerfully wou'd your 
Souls be ſtruck, with the ſad Apprehenſion of 
wearing Chains at the rigorous Will of another, 
and of? parting with your Property whenever he 
Commanded? what Horror, what Averſion, would 
the Project of an Inquißtion or Baſtile create in 
you ? and in how delightful and pleaſurable Co- 
lours would appear the happier Privilege of be- 
ing govern'd by gentler Methods, by Laws to 
which you your ſelvcs gave your own Confent? Ir 
would be a noble Entertainment no doubt, it 
done by a Perſon equal to the Undertaking for. 
then, if ever,wou'd you be fill'd with Admiration, 
and moſt ſenſibly affected with what 1 am advan- 
cing; when you beheld Exgli ſi men not only but 
Foreigners, the Ancients nor only but Moderns, 

the Scyrbian, the Roman, the Greek, the Britton, all 
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of them employing their Underſtanding, their 
Strength, their Riches and whatever they're pol. 
ſeſs'd of, for Liberty : Hence in a different Light 
ſhine Cato and Ceſar; Ibemiſtocles and Alexander; 
William and James; juſtly are theſe ftild the 
Spoilers, and thoſe the Fathers of their Country, the 
TLutelar Angels of Nations, and good Genii of Men. 
How could I animate you on this Subject with 
Gracebus againſt Hanuo; and the inimitable Beau- 
ties of the beſt Roman Hiſtorian, inſpir'd Here with 
the Cauſe of Liberty. How welcome would the 
Account of the Grecian Wars be, where they died 
Man by Man, ſurrendred Town by Town, to op- 
poſe the Univerſal Monarchy of Philip, and to 
maintain their Ancient Liberty and Right z what 
Memorable, though Fru:tleſs Efforts on this Head 
would France afford us? but how much more ſuc- 
ceſsful, God be thanked, have our Engliſh Endea - 
vours been? Give me leave then to conclude this 
Conſideration with two Inſtances only of Great 
Men, who were eminent Examples of Sufferin; 
Puniſhment, for having betray'd the Liberty of the 
People. Twas hence that Manlins was thrown 
down Headlong from that Capitol, which he had 
moſt gloriouſly detended, and preſerv'd not very 
Jong before. Down, with this remarkable Infamy 
from his Executioner; When you repuls'd the Gall 
(the French) ſaid he, you were Manlius, but now 
that you have enter'd into different Meaſures, you 
are a Gall ſa Frenchman) to us. 
And hence, Secondly, did God himſelf revenge 
the Male-Adminiſtration of Shebna, in Iſaiab, 
chap. 22. v. 15. whoſe Words I ſhall only repeat 
now, and leave them to your own private and ſerious 
Peruſal. Thus ſaith the Lord God of hoſts, Go, get 
thee unto this Treaſurer, even unto Shebna, which ts 
over the houſe, and ſay, What baſt thou here, aud 
: whom haſt thou here, that'thou haſt hewed thee out 
a ſepulchre here, as hethat heweth him out a ſepulchre 
on high, and that gravetb an habitation for bimſe)

on a roch? Behold, the Lord will carry thee away 
with a mighty captivity, and will ſurely cover thee. 
Hie will ſurely. violently turn and toſs thee, like a 
ball into à large country: there ſhalt thou die, and 
there the chariots of thy glory ſhall be the ſhame of 
thy lords houſe. And I will drive thee from thy ſta- 
tion, and from thy ſtate ſhall be pull thee down, | 
It has been neceſſary for me thus to enlarge up- 
on this Head of Liberty, that I might fully ani» 
mate you with the Love of your Country; be- 
cauſe, whenever this Principle is loſt, a Nation be- 
comes ſo far infatuated, as to act upon diſquiet and 
factious Motives; upon Self- intereſt or Party Ma- 
lice and Revenge; upon Ambition; and the Love 
of new Things, or ſome other wicked Deſign; and 
are thence inclin'd to diſturb their lawful Gover- 
nours, in the peaceable and juſt Adminiſtration of 
Affairs, which Management can end in nothing 
but Severity or Tyranny in the Prince, and Confu- 
ſion and Rebellion in the People; and either way _ 
the Bleſſing now mention'd will infallibly be re-. 
mov'd, and indeed, every thifig that 15 valu ble and 
good. I ſpeak this with no particular View now. 
becauſe there is no room (God be thanked) for 
any Suſpicion of this fort in our King. nor in the 
beſt and far greateſt Part of his Subjects; and I 
hope that every one of them will avoid the black 
Character of being reckon'd Undutiful, or Ingrate- 
ful. For as His Majeſty had the entire Love of 
all His Subjects in Hannover (after Titus, the moſt. 
of any Prince that I ever heard of) as he came not 
hither for want of Power, Riches, Fame, or Gran. 
dure, but to ſecure us from Idolatry, or Flames; 
from Slavery, or Exile; and as he has promis'd 
(than whom no Man is more Sacred ro his 
Word) that our Property ſhall be as dear to Him, 
as it is to our ſelves; ſo I cannot conceive, I ſay, 
that after this, we ſhould forget the Rules of Ho. 
ſpitality and good Nature to a Stranger, of Thanks 
and Gratitude to a Benefactor, of Love to a Perſon 
ſo nearly related to hat Royal Family, which many

Conſideration of the Caſe of Bani/hment; on which 
Occaſion, altho' a famous antient Author ſaid, That 
a Fool is exil'd, a wiſe Man travels; yet (as I have 


obſerv'd before) next to Death, this was ever reck- 


on'd the greateſt of Evils, and was annex'd always 
to the moſt enormous of Crimes. Nay, conſider, 


is not Death now a ſoſter Puniſhment, when you muſt 


negleEt the Service of your God, or be oblig'd to 


ſerve him after an unknown manner; when your 


Body is either confin'd to the indolent Pain of Idle- 
neſs,or to the more accute one of hard Labour and 


involuntary Sweat; when you muſt bear the In- 


clemency of a Climate that you are not accuſtom'd 
unto, and either ſtarve or ſubmit ro an ingrateful 


Diet; when new Laws, new Cuftoms are diſpens'd 


to you by the arbitrary Will of another; and in-

Satan, and Slavery of Judaiſm z and of our being 
brought by the Goſpel ro the glorious Liberty of 

the Sons of God; he expreſſes it by the Analogy 
of our being brought from the Norrh, and all 
Countries, to dwell in our own Land, Shall this 


Perſon then, in inexpreſſible Sorrow, lament the 


Captivity of Judab? Shall David venture bis Life, 
and Decius chuſe to die in Defence of his Country? 
Shall Age and Sex in this Cauſe be overlook'd, Ba- 
niſhmenr ſupported, Poverty endur'd, and the Joſs 
of a Limb, the loſs of Life be accounted meritori- 


ous and brave; and can we be either wanting in 


this Duty our ſelves, or zamely ſuffer others to diſ- 
grace, or betray our Country; our Country, the Place 
of our Nativity, the Place of the Sepulchres of our 
Fathers! No, for Shame let it not be done! 

, Seconaly, That Man may be ſaid to Love bis Coun- 
try, who, if a private Perſon, ſtrives in his Station 
to advance the true Intereſt of it by a conſtant Te- 
nor of ſpeaking and acting, and by oppoſing all 
Practices, as well as Principles, which tend to the 
Diſhonour or Prejudice of ir. Whoſe Integrity is 
ſecure from being byaſs d or brib'd, from being 
aw'd or threaten'd into any one Act or Deed op- 


pugnant to his own ſincere Opinion of its Safety, 


and Honour; who to his utmoſt is ready with Life 
and Fortune to ſupport and defend it; and who, 


inſtcad 
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inſtead of fomenting, endeavours to heal every Par- 
_ ty-Diviſion, and to remove every Odium, which 
may divide his Fellow-Citizens. Again, That Man 
Loves bis Country, who, when poſleſs'd of a pub. 
lick Character or Employment, when diſtinguiſh'd 
by Power, Station, and Wealth from the Number 
of his Fellow · Subjects, poſt-pones the gratifying of 
his private Intereſt, Ambition, or Paſſion to the 
promoting of the publick Welfare and Good, who 
renounces Honours or Riches, ventures Health or 
Life, and refuſes no Fatigue for the Safety of it, 
who is watchful over Enemies, careful of Friends, 
frugal of the publick Treaſury, tender of our pub- 
lick Blood, and with equal Honeſty and Caution 
makes a Peace, or engages in a War; who neither 
ſcreens a Criminal from publick Juſtice, or envies, 
or denies the Deſerving their utmoſt Rewards. But 
this is ſo obvious to every one, and it is fo difficult 
a Matter to avoid being thought Particular, that{I 
will only add that no Character was ever repre- 
ſented more odious by the Ancients, and is really 
ſo in the Sight both of God and Men, than his, 
who did not Love, who betray'd his Country; than 
his, who made an inglorious, unſafe Peace abroad, 
or created a Civil War or Diſturbance at Home; 
who rais'd or fomented Parties, embarraſs'd Funds, 
embroil'd the Senators, fir'd the Commons, ruin'd 
Trade, and was to Foreign Princes a Penſioner: Than 
his who procur'd the Advancement of evil Men to 
Poſts of Truft and Importance, who ſerv'd him- 
ſelf only of the preſent Prince; and for the ſame 
Reaſon, wou'd ſerve either the goud or the bad 
that ſhou'd come after him; Such Men as theſe, 1 
ſay, have been the conſtant Mark of Infamy and 
Reproach from Age to Age. And therefore, 
T biraly, Vil ſhew the Reaſons why we ought to 
Love our Country of Great Britain. And here 
how juſtly may my Fondneſs be indulg'd to my 
native Land, who, if a temperate Climate, a fruit- 
jul Soil; if Purity of eſtabliſn'd Religion, and Fe- 
licity of civil Government; if Plenty and Property be

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valuable, have fair Pretences for the warmeſt Love; 


the juſteſt Praiſe; Oh! Britain, how endleſs, ho- 


envy'd is the Detail of thy Glories! Free from 
Popery ; free from Slavery ; ſecure thy Self; the 
4 bie of many Kingdoms! How have thy Fleets 
commanded the Ocean, thy Armies over. ſpread 
the Land? How have Princes fought thy Fa- 
your? Thy Enemies trembled abroad, thy Ene- 
mies been diſappointed at home? How gloriouſly 
have thy adventurous Sea-Caprains perform'd their 
Toil? and thy more ſucceſsful Land-Forces (thy 
Ornament, both, and Defence) been conſpicuous 
for Conſtancy and Courage; been Brave, when the 
Name of a Soldier was almoft a Diſgrace; Brave 
(tho? diſarm'd) in Defence of the Conftitution in 
Church and State, of the Liberty of England, and 
the Succeſſion in the Illuſtrious Houſe of Brunſwick: 
Well knowing, that for what they ventur'd their 


Lives abroad, they ought to venture every thing 
at home. Can he be an Engliſhman then who does 


not value himſelf on this? When his Iſland Ba» 
lances the Continent, and- gives Laws to the moſt 
diſtant Sea? Thus whilſt we are bleſſed beyond 
other Nations with the boldeſt moſt ſucceſsful Ge- 
nerals and Admirals, with the wiſeſt Counſellors ; 
what Thankfulneſs is due tothe Kindneſs of Heaven, 
what Returns are ſufficient, eſpecially ſince by the 
miraculous Acceſſion of King GEORGE to the 
Crown(which will render this Day forever famous in 
Hiſtory) all theſe Bleſſings are now firmly ſecur'd 
to us, and to our Poſterity for ever more; and the 
laſt Expectations of the Pretender and his Friends 
put to an End. Lay it to Heart then, ye happy 
Subjects of Britain; remember ſome late dange- 

rous Attempts for a Popiſb Succeſſor; conſider the 


_ Adminiſtration of Eighty Eight, and by way of 
Thanks and Gratitude to Heaven for theſe Bene- 


fits, ſhew your ſelves in conſtant Acts of Charity, 
a moſt exalted Charity, that for your Guntiy; be 
tender of her Unity; ſupport her Dignity ; culti-

manner as formerly he has done, and to remove 
Jour preſent invaluable Bleſſings from you.
